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Detailed Action 

This office action is in response to the correspondence received on January 31 , 2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Slavin 
et al (US Patent No: 6,675,193), hereafter referred to as Slavin. 

1 . With regards to claim 1 , Slavin teaches a method of administering a computer 
network, the method comprising: providing an enrollment administration system 
for specifying enrollment rules (Slavin's design allows for username login 
(inlierent that a enrollment system exists since usernames are used) with 
passwords (inherent enrollment rules exist since password validation is a rule); 
see column 8, lines 16-30 and 54-59, Slavin); providing an enrollment system 
configured to communicate with the enrollment administration system to permit 
enrolling a first networked resource if permitted by specified enrollment rules (see 
column 8, lines 16-30 and 54-59, Slavin); and providing a remote access system 
for granting a user remote access to the first networked resource if the user 
successfully enrolled the first networked resource (see column 3, lines 10-19, 
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Slavin). 

2. With regards to claims 2 and 13, Slavin teaches the method wherein the 
networked resource is a computer (see column 3, lines 10-19, Slavin). 

3. With regards to claims 3 and 14, Slavin teaches the method wherein the remote 
access system denies remote access to the first networked resource to a user 
that has not enrolled the first networked resource (It is inherent that if 
authorization fails, a user cannot gain access to the remote system; see column 
8, lines 16-30 and 54-59, Slavin). 

4. With regards to claims 4 and 15, Slavin teaches the method wherein the remote 
access system is provided for installation on the first networked resource (see 
column 3, lines 20-30, Slavin). 

5. With regards to claims 5 and 16, Slavin teaches the method wherein the remote 
access system is provided for installation on a shared network resource, and the 
remote access system grants remote access to the first networked resource and 
a second networked resource subject to the specified enrollment rules and the 
user's enrollment of the first networked resource and the second networked 
resource (Slavin 's design allows for multiple clients; see Figure 3, Slavin. In 
addition, Slavin's design allows for log-ins of multiple sessions; see column 8, 
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lines 16-30 and 54-59, Slavin). 

6. With regards to claims 6 and 17, Slavin teaches the method wherein the 
enrollment system disallows enrolling the first networked resource from a remote 
console (It is inherent that if authorization fails, a user cannot gain access to the 
remote system; see column 8, lines 16-30 and 54-59, Slavin). 

7. With regards to claims 7, 18 and 28, Slavin teaches the method wherein the 
enrollment system requires enrolling the first networked resource from console 
physically-attached to the first networked resource (see Figure 1, Slavin). 

8. With regards to claims 8, 19 and 29, Slavin teaches the method wherein the 
remote access comprises remote access to the desktop of the first networked 
resource (see column 3, liens 10-19, Slavin). 

9. With regards to claims 9 and 20, Slavin teaches the method wherein the 
enrollment system is a network application (see column 3, lines 20-30, Slavin). 

10. With regards to claims 10 and 21 , Slavin teaches the method further comprising 
providing a locator system for determining the location of a user attempting to 
enroll the first networked resource (Inherent feature in SSL; see column 8, lines 
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16-30, Slavin). 



1 1 .With regards to claims 1 1 and 22, Slavin teaches the method wherein enrolling 
the first networked resource is further subject to the determined location 
(Inherent feature in SSL; see column 8, lines 16-30, Slavin). 



12. With regards to claim 12, Slavin teaches a computer system comprising: an 
enrollment administration system for specifying enrollment rules; a first 
networked resource configured to communicate with the enrollment 
administration system (Slavin's design allows for username login (inherent that a 
enrollment system exists since usemames are used) with passwords (inherent 
enrollment rules exist since password validation is a rule); see column 8, lines 
16-30 and 54-59, Slavin); a remote device configured to communicate with the 
first networked resource via a communications channel (see Figures 1 and 3, 
Slavin); an enrollment system for enrolling the first networked resource if 
permitted by the specified enrollment rules (see column 8, lines 16-30 and 54-59, 
Slavin); and a remote access system for granting a user of the remote device 
remote access to the first networked resource if the first networked resource was 
successfully enrolled (see column 3, lines 10-19, Slavin). 



13. With regards to claim 23, Slavin teaches the computer system wherein the 

enrollment administration system comprises an enrollment database that stores a 
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list of networked resources a user has enrolled (see column 6, lines 10-12, 
Slavin). 



14.Witli regards to claim 24, Slavin teaclies a method of network administration 
comprising: specifying an enrollment rule; enrolling a first networked resource if 
permitted by the specified enrollment rule (Slavin's design allows for username 
login (inherent that a enrollment system exists since usernames are used) with 
passwords (inherent enrollment rules exist since password validation is a rule); 
see column 8, lines 16-30 and 54-59, Slavin); granting a user remote access to 
the first networked resource from a remote device if the user had previously 
successfully enrolled the first networked resource (see column 8, lines 16-30, 54- 
59 and column 5, lines 20-27, Slavin)); and denying an user access to the first 
networked resource from the remote device if the user had not previously 
successfully enrolled the first networked resource Clf a username is to be valid, a 
user list must exist someplace (also called an enrollment). If the username is 
valid (successful previous enrollment) the user can gain access, if the username 
is invalid (unsuccessful previous enrollment), the user is denied access; see 
column 8, lines 16-30 and 54-59 and column 17, lines 31-33, Slavin). 



15. With regards to claim 26, Slavin teaches the method wherein specifying an 
enrollment rule further comprises: defining a plurality of groups of users; defining 
a plurality of groups of networked resources; and specifying a group of 
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networked resources that a group of users is permitted to enroll (see column 5, 
lines 27-59 and column 17, lines 30-42, Slavin). 

16. With regards to claim 27, Slavin teaches the method wherein enrolling the first 
networked resource is disallowed from a remote console (see column 17, lines 
31-33, Slavin). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/31/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The following are the examiner's response the applicant's arguments. 

The principle argument presented by the applicant concerns the "enrollment 
system" and "enrollment rules" claimed within each of the independent claims. The 
applicant contends that the prior art does not teach this claim limitation, the examiner 
disagrees. The cited portion of the Slavin prior art teaches providing users remote 
access through a user login which requires a username and password. The fact that 
there is a username inherently means that an enrollment process exists. If an 
enrollment system did not exist, a username would not be necessary. In addition, the 
fact that a password is required with the username inherently means that enrollment 
rules exist. The need for password verification is a rule. 

The applicant further argues that claim 12 features a remote device connected to 
the first network device. This is taught by Slavin within at least figures 1 and 3, where 
remote machines connect to servers via network connections. 
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The final argument presented by the applicant concerns the claim feature of 
granting or denying user access based on successful previous enrollment. This again is 
inherently present because a login process exists with usernames. If a username is to 
be valid, a user list must exist someplace (also known as an enrollment). If the 
username is valid (successful previous enrollment) the user can gain access, if the 
username is invalid (unsuccessful previous enrollment), the user is denied access.
